With no tax increase in the

For a time, the building was 
rented for over $800 a month. 
Margerum said, but started hav­ 
ing financial difficulties. It was 
purchased -—property and land 
— by the Morrisville Commun­ 
ity Developers Corp. shortly af­ 
terwards for $65,000. 
Margerum said the building 
was then renovated, and more 
money was spent, bringing the 
total invested in it to $108,000.
